U.S. Patent No. 4,552,461, issued on November 12, 1985 to Ott et al., teaches a stirrer for 
stirring near a vessel wall. The stirrer includes stirrer arms, arranged radially on a drive shaft. 
The arm have plates with stirring elements. The stirring elements are arranged so that their shadow 
areas overlap in the direction of revolution or at least are almost contiguous. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,625,008, issued on April 29, 1997 to Bronstert et al., describes a 
preparation of telechelic structures. The telechelic structures are prepared using a process in which 
the chemical reaction is carried out while stirring with a stirrer. The stirrer has knife-like blades as 
stirring elements that are inclined relative to their plane of movement. The element pass over the 
complete space occupied by the reaction mixture. 

The two U.S. Patents and the enclosed Foreign Patent Documents were classified as forming 
technological background only.
